CALIFORNIA BISHOP WILL RE- 
LIEVE ENGLISH PRELATE 
APRIL 1. 


LONG FIGHT IS THUS ENDED 


Property of New American Episcopal 
Diocese Is Worth $1,000,000 and 
Will Increase. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—The Epis- 
copalians of the territory of Hawaii will 
come under the jurisdicton of the Episcopal 
Church of America April 1 next. 

They will no longer be under the Church 


of iingland and Lord Bishop Alfred Willis 
will rtire. Bishop Nichols of the diocese 
of California has been directed by the pre- 
siding bishop of the Uuited States to make 
the transfer, and he will sail for Honolulu 
March 22 to undertake this important duty. 

This will end a bitter factional fight that 
has been waged for years on the islands: 
The climax was reached when Lord Bishop 
Willis came from the islands to attend tne 
Episcopal convention held in this city in 
October last. He had been sent out from 
England in 1872 by the Bishop of Canterbury 
as lord bishop of Hawaii. At that time 
Hawaii was a mere missionary field, but it 
has since grown to be a diocese of vast 
importance. When Lord Bishop Willis ar- 
rived in this city he felt that his fight was 
lost; that he was expected to resign, and 
that the church property, valued at about 
$1,000,000, must be transferred to the Amer- 
ican church. With a broken voice he said: 

“T will lay my case before the convention, 
Should they desire to take the present 
churoh under their jurisdiction, I will bow 
to the inevitable. I must admit that there 
are many in Honolulu in favor of seeing 
the Church of England in the islands an- 
nexed to the Episcopal Church of America. 
Should this step be taken I will go back to 
cngland."’

IN AMERICA 


Prince Henry Will Sail orf 
Home This Afternoon. 


GOES ABOARD DEUTSCHLAND 


TOO WEARY TO PAY CONTEM- 
PLATED FAREWELL CALLS. 


At a Dinner Monday Night the Prince 
Emphatically Denied That His 
Visit Had Any Secret Purpose. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—Prince Henry of 
Prussia, who went on board the Deutscn- 
land about 1 o'clock this morning, after the 
gala performance in his honor at the Irv- 
ing Place Theater, spent a quiet morning 
on the steamship. It had been planned that 
the prince would make several farewell 
visits, but it was said this morning that 
he felt the need of rest and that the leave 
takings would take place on the Deutsch- 
land. Those who were expected to call 
were German Ambassador Von Holleben, 
Rear Admiral Evans, Adjutant-General 
Corbin, Col.. Bingham, Commander Cowles, 
Assistant Secretary of State Hill, Kart 
Buenz, the German consul-general at New 
York, and the mayor of New York. 

The police of Hoboken made extra prep- 
arations to keep in order the large crowds 
which gathered in the hope of seeing the 
prince before the Deutschland satled. The 
time set for the steamer to leave her pier 
was 3:30 p. m. Prince Henry breakfasted 
at 8:80 o’clock with the members of his 
suite and Capt. Albers of the Deutschland. 
During the breakfast the band played Ger- 
man and American airs. After breakfast 
Prince Henry promenaded the deck of the 


Deutschland smoking a cigarette, and while 
he was doing this the life saving drill sig- 
nal was sounded aboard the big freighter 
Pretoria, moored a few piers away. 

In a twinkling, after the alarm was 
blown, the lifeboats were freed and made 
ready for launching. This was followed 
by a firedrill and in less than five min- 
utes after the alarm was given, a dozen 
streams of water were pouring over. the 
sides of the vessel. The prince was inter- 
ested in the exhibition and said the re- 
sponse to the calls was very prompt. Sev- 
eral members of the prince’s party went 
this morning to Elizabethport, N. J., to vis- 
tt the Nixon shipbuilding yards. 


PRINCE HENRY DENIED RUMOR. 


Had No Secret Motive in Coming 
Here, He Said. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 11.—Prince Henry 
completed the program of his visit to the 
United States last night and went to his 
quarters on the Deutschland for his voy- 
age to Germany. 

The most imieresting event of the last 
day in this country was the reception to 
him by the Union League Club of Philadel- 
phia, at which the prince made a fare- 
well address in which he denied the state- 
ment that he had a secret motive in coming 
here. The address in full was as follows: 

I wish to thank you fur the kind reception I met 
with in the Union League. Gentlemen, this i« 
probably the last opportanity’ I will have during my 
visit to the United States to speak in pwhlic, and 
I am not sorry that this should be so. What | am 
going to communicate to you here | am saying .be- 
fore the world. There has been absolutely no se- 
eret object in view connected with my mission to 
your coumry. Should any of you read or hear any- 
thing to the comtrary, I authorize you herewith fo} 
fiatly contradict it. I was told before leaving my 
home to open my éyes as well as my cars as wide 
as poselble; to speak as little as I could.

MR. WU'S RECALL IS URGED 


Chinese Minister Charged by Censor 
With Holding Back $80,000 of 
Tien Tsin Fund. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March I11.—Wu Ting 
Fang, Chinese minister, says he has not 
been officially notified that a mergorial has 
been presented to his government for his 
recall on the ground that he did not turn 
over to his government all the money re- 
mitted by the United States as the resuit 
of the capture of Tien Tsin. 

The complainant ts a censor close to the 
throne. The charge is that Minister Wu 
retained $80,000 of the fund ostensibly for 
repairs on the legation building at Wash- 
ington. 

The money was paid to Minister Wu 
through a draft by Secretary Hay, Jan. 
22. The amount was $376,000, representing 
the volume of the silver bullion taken bY 
the American marines at Tien Tsin.
